BIG GINGHAM SALE! 


At Anetlon la New York This Illoi 
lay, aad the Prieee Broken 
for the Seaeon. 


NEW 
YORK, March 21.—Fifteen hun- 
dred cases of West Brooklyn ginghams 
were sold this morning at auction. The 
average priee paid was six cents a yard. 
The total amount realized was about 
$108,000. 


Two months ago the first break in the 
price of ginghams was made in an irre- 
sponsible manner by some prominent 
Chicago jobbing houses. 
What would 
soon have soon grown to a panic was 
only cut short by the firmness of the 
manuffMstnrers, who faced the situation 
and fed the panic resources for a few 
days so that the western men were very 
glad to get prices back to a paying basis 
again. 


But the harm was done and the price 
of ginghams was broken for the season 
and one after another of the big manu- 
facturers came into the market and sold 
them off at cheap prices. 
One of the 
last large lots, still unsold, was the 1,- 
500 cases of West Brook ginghams. 
After negotiating in vain with New 
York jobbers to take the goods at fair 
prices, it was determined to sell the en- 
tire lot at auction.
